TOKYO, Feb. 1 (AP).—Japan’'s 
Hope of putting trade relations with 
the United States back on a treaty 
basis was emphasized today by 
Foreign Minister Hachiro Arita in 
a statement dealing at length on 
Japanese-American affairs. 

Arita’s address, the annual For- 
eign Minister's report at the open- 
ing session of the Diet, covered the 
whole range of Japan's internation- 
al relations. Unlike last year, when 
the Diet applauded wildly over 
plans for Japan's “new order” in 
East Asia, Aritas summary was 
received with dead silence, 
Although the Foreign Minister 
gave no hint of immediate plans 
for the future, Premier Admiral 
Yonai declared the Government 
was attempting to expedite enforce- 
ment of a planned economy in Man- 
choukuo a:.i China in accordance 
with the “new order.” 

$671,000,000 for Arms Sought. 

The Army and Navy asked Par- 
liament to approve a new seven- 
year arms program costing about 
$671,000,000, after War Minister Gen. 
Shunroku Hata had asserted the 
army “is not relaxing its watch” 
along Soviet Russia's borders. The 
appropriation requested for the “re- 
plenishment and rehabilitation” of 
arms, would be in addition to a total 
of $1,862,017,680 which already has 
been approved for this purpose. 
The seven-year period would begin 
with the 1940-41 fiscal year. 

The appropriation also would be 
in addition to the China “war and 
domestic military budget” for 1940- 
41 which total $1,583,478,000. 

Premier Yonai, in his opening 
speech, called on the people to meet 
all contingencies as the Government 
completed plans to rush nearly 1, 
000,000 tons of coal to electricity 
generators and relieve a power 

famine which has crippled the na- 
tion's industrial machine. The pow- 
er shortage is ascribed partly to a 
tieup in coal transport because of 
war demands on shipping. 
Japanese Policy Outlined... 

Without setting forth concrete 
plans, For-ign Minister Arita out- 

lined these general themes of Jap- 
anese foreign policy: 

Hope thai a new treaty could be 
concluded to end the day-to-day 
status of Japanese-American trade 
as a result of the abrogation last 
Friday of the 1911 commercia] 
treaty. 

“The treatyless situation, whic 
deprives trade of stability and 
makes relations in. general diffi- 
cult, is not desirable for either Ja- 
“pan or America,” he said. “We 
propose to exert further efforts in 
the confident hope that Japanese- 
American relations will be restored 
to a normal status, that is to say, 
en a treaty basis.” 

He disavowed any Japanese in- 
tention to eliminate “legitimate 
rights and interests of the United 
States and other third powers” in 
China. 

_“We are, in fact, anxious to see 
the development of China's trade 
with other powers and welcome for- 
eign investments in China as long 
as they are of purely economic 
character. And that, I am confi- 
dent, is also the wish of the new 
(Wang Ching-wei) central govern- 
ment of China about to be estab- 
lighed.” 

Effect of Operations. 

Referring to the abrogated treaty 
as “a pledge of friendship between 
Japan and America,” Arita said the 
reason for its denunciation “is be- 
lieved to be that by so doing it 
would serve in the solution of vari- 
ous questions which have arisen 
between Japan and America in con- 
nection with the China affair“ —the 
Japanese-Chinese war. 

Stressing that it is Japan’s pol- 
icy regarding other powers in 
China “to invite their active par- 
ticipation in construction of the 
new order in East Asia,” Arita said 
that military operations “being con- 
ducted on so vast a scale” must 
necessarily have an effect on third 
power activities. 

“I firmly believe that with the 
establishment and development of 
the new order, America will come 
to learn the absence of a desire on

MARRIAGE TEAM BIDS 
FOR HART MILL TRADE 


St. Charles County J. P. and 
Tavern Keeper Plan to Take 
Up Where He Left Off. 


George R. Hart’s St. Louis Coun- 
ty marriage mill has gone out of 
business, but the lucrative idea he 
conceived — providing while -you- 
wait weddings for Illinois residents 
seeking to evade the marriage laws 
of that State—lives on. 

Already two new entrepreneurs, 
a Justice of the Peace and a tavern 
keeper in St. Charles County, are 
working out plans to take up where 
Hart left off when he surrendered 
last week under a barrage of ouster 
suits begun by Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Stanley Wallach of St. Louis 
County, 

Richard Havener, West Alton Jus- 
tice of the Peace, and N. M. Brad- 
shaw, who operates a tavern on 
State Highway 99, four miles west 
of Alton, have been working as a 
team in a small way for more than 
a year, but with Hart out of the 
way, they are preparing now to take 
over the Illinois trade in wholesale 
lots. 

At Hart’s Old Stand. 


Their strongest competition may 
come from the St. Charles branch 
of Hart’s old mill, a block and a 
half west of the bridge approach. 
Mrs. Katie Wiggins and Elmer 
Hassinger have severed their con- 
nections with Hart, but they are 
going on with the business, under 
an arrangement with Justice of 
the Peace Albert Ermeling next 
door. 

Ermeling will get his regular $2 
fee, they said, but charges for use 
of their “reading room,” as they 
designate their marriage parlor, 
will “fluctuate.” To draw the trade, 
they have erected a large Neon sign, 
visible for blocks, and reading 
“Marriages Solemnized.”

When the pairs re- 
turn, they find everything in read- 
iness for the wedding. 


Havener was in a glowingly 
optimistic mood when he des- 
cribed his plans yesterday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “I’ve got 
an ideal location here, much bet- 
ter than Hart had,” he said. “I’m 
close to the highway that funnels 
into Missouri from Alton, Edwards- 
ville, Jerseyville and all those lit- 
tle Illinois towns. As soon as the 
printer gets through, I’m going to 
paste up a lot of signs on the road 
showing them how, to get to me.” 

What has convinced him that his 
business will be booming soon is 
the noticeable increase in it even 
in the few days since Hart quit.

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Guards Are Assigned to Cover Certain Areas Instead 


of Following Their ‘Men’ — Coach Explains ~ 
Variations of System. 


TREND IN DEFENSE 
By Hudson A. Hellmich 
Washington University Basketball Coach. 
HERE has been a decided trend in recent years toward defensive 
team play which employs many of the features of the old zone 


defense. 

The zone defense still used by 
many high schools, has fallen into 
disfavor probably due to the in- 
crease in the number of maximum 
size courts available. In the man- 
for-man type of defense, the defen- 


sive men concentrate on playing 
their individual opponents and also 
the ball. In the zone defense 
guards are assigned certain areas, 
or zones, and while they do not 
completely. ignore offensive men, 
they are not primarily concerned 
with them until the ball is passed 
into their zones. As each such 
pass is made all five defensive men 
change their positions, converging 
toward the ball in such a manner 


as to restrict the offensive team 


from cutting or passing into the 
dangerous areas near the basket. 
There are several ways of arrang- 
ing these five areas to be covered 
by a team such as a “3 out—2 
back,” a “2-1-2” or a “2 out—3 
back.” These phrases describe very 
well the positions of the defensive 
players in each style.

Regardless of which of the many 


types may be used, they all attempt 
to give the offensive team only long 
shots instead of short ones, pres 
ent good possibilities for strong re- 
bounding off the backboard and all 
afford excellent set-ups for a fast- 
breaking attack once the ball has 
been obtained from the opponents. 
In addition the zone defense elimi- 
mates the shifting of men by de- 
fensive players and in this manner 
makes it quite simple to place re- 
sponsibility for scores. Shot charts 
showing each attempt to score by 
the opponents readily indicate 
which player covered his area best. 


There also are certain notable 
disadvantages which may, in some 
cases, make the use of a strict 
zone defense undesirable. It re- 
quires a maximum of practice in 
order. that all five players work as 
a unit and is definitely difficult 
to operate on a large floor. The 
areas that each man has to cover 
become so large that they cannot 
be covered effectively by one man. 
In addition, a weakness is usually 
found to exist at the points where 
the various zones meet and consid-

The “3 out—2 back” type of zone 
is shown in the accompanying dia- 
gram, and the letters indicate the 
original position of the defensive 
team as their opponents advance 
the ball down the center of the 
court. The players then move 
about within their area as the ball 
is being passed, each man being 
responsible for plays which are 
on or slightly beyond his imaginary 
boundary lines. A, B and C retreat 
and as the offense penetrates deep- 
er into their territory they become 
responsible for the portions of D’s 
and E’s zones as indicated by the 
dotted lines. This is a sample of 
one type of a pure zone defense.

Why not learn it this 
winter, and improve your casting 
technique generally? 

I believe that a fisherman will 
learn more about casting in an 
hour’s indoor practice than he will 
in many hours on a lake or stream. 
When we are fishing, casting is 
only one of the many things that 
occupy our attention, but in prac- 
tice it is the center of interest and 
so greater progress is made. 

Practice That Helps. 

In most localities winter casting 
practice will have to be held in- 
doors and for a majority of fisher- 
men it will be a “dry land” propo- 
sition. A large room such as a 
gymnasium is essential and so a 
lone fisherman is not likely to get 
very far. An organization such as 


ſa sportsman’s club or fishing class, 


however, can usually make the 
necessary arrangements. If the 
class is coached by an experienced 
fisherman the pro of the mem- 
bers should be very rapid. 

As an example of how this sort 
of practice can help you, let us 
take up the roll cast mentioned 
a moment ago. A wall two or three 
feet behind you takes the place of 
the trees and bushes that baffled 
you on the stream, a circle on the 
floor 30 feet away represents the 
fishing water. Obviously, you can- 
not reach the circle with an over- 
head cast, for the line will hit the 
wall on the back cast and lose its 
momentum.

CHISELERS AND OLD-AGE PENSIONS, 
Missouri and Milnois are jo t about tops in the old- 
age assistance business. A month ago, when Mis- 
soutl was one of the three states paying pensions 
only to. those over 70, it had the largest number in 
that age group for those states, Illinois, with 198,000: 
pension recipients, has the largest pension load in 
the country—larger than those in New York and 
Pennsylvania, which have greater populations.

Horner has announced that the rolls will com- 
pletely re-examined with new inspectors and inti- 
mated that the. special session, proposed for pro-

It will be interesting to see what happens in IIli- 
nois. The estimated number of pensioners there 
was 65,000.. -Thus, its rolls today carry twice as 
many as State statisticians would qualify: 
If those who receive old-age assistance were thinned 
out to worthy cases which qualify under the law, the! 
lists unquestionably would be greatly reduced. 

This is not guesswork or taken on hearsay. It 

is proved by experience in Missouri. In, Boone 
County,. 1607 out of 1680 persons of pension age 
applied for old-age assistance. Gov. Stark called 
this what it was—“a disgrace” and “unfair to the 
State and taxpayers.” Hig subsequent demand that 
the Social Security Administrator go over the rolls 
“rigorously, without favoritism”. and eliminate 
“cheaters and chiselers” aroused hope that this 
shocking condition would be cleaned up. 
But little came of it, .Six months after Gov. 
Stark’s call for action, the rolls had been cut from 
76,300 to 72,200. That reduction was soon offset, 
however, and now comes official news from Jeffer- 
son City that there are more than ever —82, 781. 

This new high represents an increase of 3501 
pensioners during January, an increase due in large 
measure to the lowering of the age limit from 70 to 
65 in conformance with the Federal minimum. The 
statement of the Social Security Commission that 
approximately 3000 of these have been taken from 
the State direct-relief rolls does not affect the fun- 
damentals of the problem. For the key to the situ- 
ation in both Missouri and Illinois is the fact that 
only a small proportion of those who now receive 
pensions received care or treatment from public or 
private agencies or charities before old-age assistance 
was provided, 

The inescapable conclusion is that with the coming 
of old-age assistance, family responsibility disap- 
peared. Ag the Missouri Association for Social Wel- 
fare has put it, the real change has been the de- 
velopment of “a reluctance on the part of children 
who formerly constituted a resource to continue the 
responsibility.” 

New York has what Missouri and Illinois need. 
This is a legal requirement that children care for 
their parents when they are financially able to do 
so. The effect of family responsibility can be quick- 
ly grasped by comparing the Missouri figure of 246 
pensioners per 1000 persons with the 142 per 1000 
in New York. 

Missouri and Illinois can retain their crowded 
pension rolls and either hike taxes or reduce the 
payments to the worthy as well as the cheaters, 
Or they can rout the chiselers. May the check-up 
in Illinois. prove of more value than the ineffectual 
examination in Missouri! 
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A REASSURING POLL. 

Amid the gloomy words being heard nowadays 
from the prophets of doom and disaster, the verdict 
of the poll described in the Mirror of Public Opinion 
today comes like a rejuvenating breath of mountain 
air. The citizens interviewed in this scientific sam- 
pling of opinion have expressed their faith in Amer- 
ica in a striking and unmistakable way, The cynical 
may set down their confidence in the future as wish- 
ful thinking.

GOOD-BY JANUARY. 

It’s always a pleasure to say good-by to January; 
this year it’s a rare delight. This January has been 
a vile, unprincipled wretch. We doubt that the 
angelic Harold Ickes, or even the sweet-tempered 
John L. Lewis, could muster a kind word for this 
thoroughly reprehensible month. 

In all the essentials of malign performance, Jan- 
uary, 1940, has joyed in achieving new degrees of icy 
malice, It probed deeper into the bleak realms be- 
low zero than ita execrated predecessor of 1918. And 
it united with December to pile higher snow drifts 
on the helpless hills and defenseless valleys than 
those record-holding reprobates of more than a cen- 
tury ago. i 

In a way, of course, a certain satisfaction may be 
derived from this harrowing experience, The gar- 
rulous school that boasts about the old-fashioned 
winter, with its rigors and wrath that the weakling 
of today would crumple under and perish, has been 
struck dumb. This 1940 model etlipses them all 
on the score of sheer ferocity, and the folks of here 
and now have shown they can take it with all the 
aplomb of their ancestors. 

Still, it seems a bit rough to bury the old sinner’ 
without one gracious whisper of farewell. It might 
in scant justice be noted, perhaps, that January; 
however incorrigible, invariably swings us along to 
the promised land. When January bows out, April 
is only 60 days away, and April, as any poet can, 
and will, tell you, is a peach. Oh, blossomy, laureled 
April, with chaliced crocus, and laughing lyrics of

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THE BORAH FORTUNE.

What about the seizure, censorship and confisca-/| 


tion of American mail on the high seas? What about 
the aggravated delays in holding up American vessels 


for contraband search? Secretary Hull has made 


numerous protests on these matters, but no satisfac- 
tory answer has been received as yet, at 
Britain’s treatment of neutrals is, of course, far 
more humane than Germany's course. Chamberlain 
is justified in pointing out that “at any rate, we 
have never sunk a neutral ship.” Our Neutrality 
Act is effective in keeping American vessels out of 
Germany's reach, so there is no chance of clashes 
with that belligerent. The British, however, seem to 
be taking America for granted, to be assuming that 
our sympathies are so solidly with their cause that 
any affront will be accepted ag a matter of course. 
It is a course of stupidity, as Mr. Hull called it, and 


a dangerous one for the British as well, since they 


are so heavily dependent upon American sources for 
war supplies. 

Let us hope Mr. Chamberlain’s assurances mean 
that the American attitude toward British interfer- 
ence has penetrated at last into Downing Street, 
and that appropriate corrections will now be made. 
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A JOLT FOR MR. LEWIS. 

The heated debate on the pro-third-term resolution 
at the United Mine Workers’ convention in Colum- 
bus yesterday proves what every well-informed per- 
son knew already, namely, that no one man or group 
of men can dominate the labor vote in the United 
States. 

In spite of John L. Lewis’ sharp speech agairist 
a third term, his floor leaders were able to avert 
action on the question only by what the Associated 
Press described as a close vote, Evidently the 
miners and, indeed, the whole CIO, are going to 
make up their own minds when they go to vote for 
President. They will vote as Mr. Lewis suggests 
only if his judgment coincides with their own. 

The same is true for William Green in relation 
to the American Federation of Labor. And it goes 
for organizations of farmers, business men and pro- 
fessional workers as well. This attribute of inde- 
pendence ig one of the priceless assets of our de- 
mocracy. 
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A CELEBRATION WORTH CONTINUING. 

Of all the causes toward which the public is con- 
stantly being asked to contribute, probably the most 
appealing for some years has been the President’s 
birthday celebrations, synonymous with the fight on 
infantile paralysis, Now Mr. Roosevelt, in acknowl- 
edging gifts estimated at $1,500,000 from the nation- 
wide series of parties, expresses hope that future 
celebrations will be devoted to the care of all crippled 
children. The statement, of course, will be seized on 
with avidity by third-term speculators; but there is 
no reason to suppose that public interest in this 
cause will be affected by whether the birthday ob- 
served is that of a President or an ex-President.

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WHAT RUMANIA’S OIL RICHES BROUGHT. 


HE American people share none of the 
Tint of defeat expressed by many of 

their leaders, and reject by more than 
5 to 1 the idea that classes, either prole- 
tarian or plutocratic, exist in the United 
States. These opinions are revealed by the 
latest Fortune survey, which presents a por- 
trait of the people as they see themselves, by 
scientific sampling of public opinion. 

The question was asked: “If you had to 
describe the class to which you belong with 
one of these three words, which would you 
pick?” The returns were: Upper, 7.6 per 
cent; middle, 79.2 per cent; lower, 7.9 per 
cent; don’t know, 5.3 per cent, 

Classifying the persons interviewed on a 
basis of income status, the following per- 
centages of each group identified themselves 
with the middle class: Prosperous, 74.7; 
upper middle income, 89; lower middle in- 
come, 89.4; poor, 70.3. ' 

The fact that the average American hews 
so close to the middle-class line probably 
stems, in large measure, from his desire to 
be an entrepreneur some day, if he is not 
one already. For in the midst of vast con- 
centrations of enterprise, the American 
stands as an individualist with an incurable 
desire to go into business for himself— 
thoroughly middle-class state of mind. 

In asking, “Are you in business for your- 
self or working for someone?” the survey 
found that 35.5 per cent (including farmers, 
of course) are in business for themselves, 


per cent are unemployed. — 

Of those in business for themselves, only 
6.6 per cent said they would prefer to work 
for someone else, against 90.8 per cent who 
liked being their own bosses. On the other 
hand, people now working for someone else 
or unemployed gave these answers to the 
question: “Would you like to go into any 
kind of business for yourself?”: Yes, 50.7 per 
cent; depends, 7.6 per cent; no, 88.1 per 
cent; don’t know, 3.6 per cent. 

Combining the answers, it appears that 
about 65 per cent would be entrepreneurs 
by choice against about 25 per cent who 
would prefer to work for someone, And in 
the answers to the next question appears 
United States’ self-confidence in a more con- 
crete and striking form.

“Self Righteous Economy.” 

“They eliminated items which 
which they know will have to be 
restored in order to dump the re- 
sponsibility on the Senate and 
clothe themselves with the self- 
righteous robes of economy,” Rus- 
sell said. 

Wallace said that the proposed

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munization by an antitoxin or anti- 
serum, such as is used in other 
infectious diseases. Unfortunately, 
we do not know positively the cause 
of the common cold and, therefore, 
we have no positively certain im- 
munizing agent. It is believed to be 
due to a virus, but it is not cer- 
tainly proved. Even if so, we are 
still in difficulty because the virus 
diseases present considerable per- 
plexities in their immunity reac- 
tions, 

The germs for which' we have 
good anti-sera live in the tissue 
spaces. Viruses live inside the cells 
and are hard to get at. Under any 
circumstances, there is no valuable 
anti-virus vaccine against the com- 
mon cold yet available. 

In treatment, rest in bed is al- 
ways preached but seldom prac- 
ticed. In children it certainly should 
be carried out. The incidence of 
colds in children is the highest of 
any age, and the economic loss 
from putting a child in bed is 
practically nil. 

Drugs give some relief, as do 
fruit juices, hot mustard foot-baths, 
sweats and inhalations. 

But the final study on the value 
of drugs was made by Dr. Diehl, 
at the University of Minnesota, 
who passed out white capsules to a 
large group at the Student Health 
Clinic. Capsule A had aspirin and 
phenacetin; capsule B had codeine, 
and capsule C had sugar. He asked 
all the students to report the 
amount of relief. They did not 
know what was in the capsules; 
they all thought they were taking 
the same thing. The results showed 
that the only marked relief. obtained 
was from the codeine capsules,
